God. Ina few Minutes after he was led to the fatal 
Tree ; but on feeing the Rope, made Remonttrances, 
and caught hold of the Tree ; but being diftngaged, 
they fet him down, and as the Noofe was to 
be put over his Head, he appeared to gather ‘frefa 
Spirit, ftruggled, wrenching his Head and Body. 
Here again {ome Citizens appeared for him, telling, 
That the Troops being now in full March, they 
mutt all expect to be facrificed, and that the Artil- 
lery of the Caftle would doubtlefs be difcharged 
among them ; and that they anfwered, No Man will 
dye tll his Day come. °T's reported, 

4. That a Quarter of an Hour before 12 they put 
the Rope about his Neck, and ordered him to be 

uli'd up; which done, obierving his Hands loofe, 

¢ was let down again; after tying his Hands, he was 
haul’d up a 2d Time; but after a fhort Space, having 
wrought one of his Hands loofe, he was let down 
once more, in order to tye it up, and cover his Face;

s. That neither the Gentlemen who convers'd with 
them at the Tolbooth, nor thofe who were fent out 
by the Magiftrates to fee if they knew any of the 
Rioters, could fay they had ever feen any one of "em 
before, tho’ the Flames rendered it as light as at 
Noon. So that ‘tis generally believed no Citizen 
acted any principal Part in this Tragedy 5 tho’ in- 
deed “tis certain, that many of thé Inhabitants, led 
by Curiofity, ftept out to behold the furprizing Bold- 
ne{s and incredibie Extravagance of this Scene. 

Upon the Whole, it would feem their Plot was 
concerted with Judgment, conducted with Secrefy, 
enterprized with Refolution, and executed in the 
Space of two Hours with unexpected Succefs. 

Ever fince the Riot, an Officer's Command of 
the Welth Fuziliers mounts daily in the Caftie; the 
Canongate Guard is reinforced all Night, belides 
their Picque: Guard ; the City Company has a Guard 
at the Nether-bow, the Gate whereof is lock’d back 
on both Sides, that Paffage may be open at al] Times ; 
two Companies of Train’d Bands mount Guard each 
-Night; a Troop-of Lieut. General Gore’s Dragoons 
arrived laft Friday in Canongate, and another of the 
fame at Leith.

The feveral Circumftances of the late Riot bei 
the whole Town-talk, we fhall here infert fuch 
them as have come to Hand, for the Satisfaction of 
our Country Readers. 

‘Tis almoft certain, that thofe who took upon 
them the Direétion, and who began and carried on 
the Riot, came from the Weft Hand, and entered 
the Weft Port that Evening ; that betwixt Nine 
and Tenat Night, they ftized the Weft Port Drum, 
and began their March, and beat to Arms; few 
People being then a Bed, they were inflantly atrend- 
ed by a numerous Crowd: Theg firft feized upon 
and clofed the Weft Port, march’d thro’ the Grafs 
Market, down the Cowgate,fecured that Port, than 
march’d up a Taney and fecured the Nether-bow, 
come up Bell’s Wynd, and ail of a fudden rufhed in 
upon the Guard, made themfelves Mafters of the 
whole Arms that were therein, whilft others fecured 
the Potterow and Brifto Potts, &c. at each of which, 
a confiderable Guard was left: Having thus made 
themfelves Mafters of the City, they marched to the 
Tolbooth and, after attempting in vain to break the 
Door with Hammers, fet it on Fire ; but (which 
was pretty furprizing in a Mob) provided Water co 


keep the Mame within its due Bounds : After having 
thus forced open the outer Door, they with terribie 
Menaces, obliged the Keeper to open the inner 
Door ; and having got in, called aloud for Porteous 
in an outragcous Manner, and with the meft oppro- 
brious Language, who having come§ to them, and 
asked what they were to do with him? they told 
him they were going to take him tothe Place where 
he had fhed fo much innocent Blood, and there to 
hang him for his Crimes: He made fome Refiftance, 
but they foon overcame him, and dragged him down 
Stairs in a cruel Manner ; and having fer him on 
his Feet again, made him walk pretty deliberately 
up the Lawn Market, and down the Weft Bow to 
the Place of Execution; where they halted for 
fome ‘Time to deliberate in what Manner they thould 
put him to Death; yea, {0 infolent were they, that 
fome —— the Execution would be irregularly 
gone about without the Prefence of a Magiftrate, and 
propofed to fend for ohe, and alfo for a Minfter to 
pray forhim. But it was anfwered by others, that 
the Canongate Guard would be on them, before 
they could get all thefe Things accomplithed: They 
then agreed without further Ceremony to hang him, 
and accordingly having taken a large Coil of Ro 
from a little Shop, putone End of it abour his N 9 
and hurried him to a Dyer’s Pole, hard by the 
Place where the Gibber is ordinarily fetup, and flung 
the other End of the Rope over it, and hauled him 
up ; but he having got up his Hands to grafp at 
the Rope, they let him down and tied h’s Hands, 
and then pulled him up again ; but obferving how 
indecent a Sight he was without a Covering to his 
Face, they let him down a fecond Time, and pulled 
off one of the two Shirts he had on, and wrapped it 
about bis Head ; and after ftaying fome time th 
fixed the Rope, and left him hanging there, which 
he did about Four Hours, viz. trom Twelve to 
Four in the Merning. 

After they had thus accomplithed their wicked 
Purpofe, fome of them came back in Women's Ha- 
bit, and caufed liberate the whole Prifoners in the 
Tolbcoth, fome of whom were confined for Ciinvs 
of the higheft Nature ; amongft whom, were Ratclitt 
the Horfc-ftealer, who, we hear, has b-gun to his old 
Trade again. ° 

The Magiftrates, attended with feveral of the 
Burgefles, made an Arcempt to difperfe the Mob, 
but were pelted with Stones, and threatned with 
Fire Arms if they did nor retire. 

Nothing of this Kind perhaps, was ever fo bildly 
attempted, fo fecretly kept, nor fo fiecefsfully 
executed ; which mukes People apr to believe, that 
Perfons above the vulgar Rank had a Hand im it ; 
the rather, that the Keeper of the Prifon declares, 
that they were Perfonsin good Drels, who took o ¢ 
fe Prifoner, tho’ difguiled with Leather Aprons, 

c. 

The 2 Troops of Gore’s Dragoons, are removed 
hence to their old Quarters ; and t 3 Men taken 
into Cuftody the Morning after the Riot, are cither 
afloilzied or bail’d our, tee the Canongate Prion. 
So that the Peace of the City, is now fully reftored 
by the Vigilance of the ray and “tis hep'd 
will be preferved, by the Care our T'rain'd Bands 
take in patrolling the Streets the Night round: 
They are provided with Firelocks and Bayoners 
from the City Magazine; the Companies are 
complete,. all Heads of Families ; no Servant is ad- 
mitted; and, for the better Prefervation of good 
Orde and Difcipline, a Magiftrate fits up all hight 
with them. 7 .
